CABINET OFFICERS AND SALAR- 


IES. 


It is reported from Washington that 


Senator Bayard will feel compelled to 
decline a cabinet position because ho 
cannot afford to take it aud maintain tbe 
position as ita traditions and necessities 
require. This applies especially to tho 
office of secretary of state, which entails 
heavier social burdens and responsibili- 
ties upon its incumbent than any other 
place in tho cabinet and oven moro than 
tho presidency itself. 


His salary oa senator is 50,000 a year, 


but he i» a man of quiet tastes,and manes 
no attempt to keep with other senators 
who spend tsn times thoir salaiios in 
responding to tho demands of Washing 
ton society. He can live on five thou- 
sand a year as senator and support his 
largo family, but should he accept tho of- 
fice ol eecretaiy of state, this reserve will 
be out off and four years oC service will 
absorb hia salary and bis previous accu- 
mulations. 


No cabinet minister has yet beuii able 


to live on his salary which is §8,COO a year. 
Hamilton Fish, who ^as secretary of 
state under Grant, spent 870,000 a 
year to maintain the dignity o£ tho 
position. Mr. Frelinghuysen, the present 
secretary, is also rich, aud Bpends many 
times his salary in keeping up the "style" 
which properly belongs to the tirat posi- 
tion in the government below that of the 
president. 


Because of tho low salaries of cabinet 


ministers, many able and deserving mou 
like JMr. Bayard have- been prevented 
from entering public life, ond yet any at- 
tempt to increase tbem would likely meet 
with public opposition. Tbb oularios of 
tbe vice-president and all tho heads of 
the departments are altogether out of 
proportion to the dignity and importance 
of tha positions. 
This country is no 


longer a little struggling I'co of coast 
settlement, whose people mnst pinch to 
pay racagro salaries lo. their public ser- 
vants. It can and ought to pay GO lib- 
erally that it may draw the best and most 
efficient men into tbo public service. 


Now York and Philadelphia, and somo 


other cities, pay greater Kolari.es to their 
city officers than tho United States does 
to cabinet ministers, while there is no 
comparison in the responsibility and 
ability required for tbo two positions. 
A cabinet minister ought not to receive 
lose than S20.CCO n year, ilnd then the 
sum would not be commensurate with 
tbo importance of tbe positions.

In orilor to get tlio opinion ot high and dis- 
interested medical authority in the matter, 
Dr. William 
A. 
Hammond 
was cnllod 


upon. 
In 
response 
to 
tlio 
ques- 


tion: "Is tbo Turkish bath always benoticial 
in its effects?" Dr. Hiiinruoml said: "TLo 
Turkish bath is generally benniicial to a per- 
son in good health. Always is a word which 
'never occurs in a physician's vocabulary. 
Thus tho layman might say that strawberries 
were always healthful, but tho physician 
knows that the generally harmless straw- 


• berry when eaton by certain persons, will 
produco a most violent eruption o£ tho skin. 
'I am justified in saying then, that, tho Turk- 
'isll btttll la £onorully boiujflcin.1. although I 
havo known cases in which a serious derango- 
roont of the body's functions has resulted 
from a single bath." 


'-In what cases uro tho baths most in- 


jurious?" 


"In all cases whore there is a. tendency to 


heart disease. lien have cliod in tho bath 
from aggravation of this trouble produced 
by it. No one should ontor tho hot room for 
tiio first time without having had his heart 
examined by ft physician." 


"Aro you a patron o£ tho Turkish bath!" 


was tho next question. 


"I used to freqnont thorn," was tho reply; 


"hut of iato have contented mysstt with a 
co'.d bath every morning. I Hud that the 
best both for health and cleanliness." 


'•Would you recommend that for n, person 


of slight physique?" asked tho reporter with 
a plan e al tho doctor's stalwart figure. 


"1 would recommend it for every one 


with whom it agrees. That is tho test of 
common sonso and medical science. If you 
remain blue and cold after a bath, don't 
take it again while in tho samo state of 
health. If, on tho other hand, your system 
reacts, tho effect is entirely beneficial. If 
you pin mo down to duneralization, I should 
say that the tepid bath is the most bcnoiicial 
to tho majority of tbo people. The hot bath 
should never to be taken in ouo's house." 


When handed a long newspaper clipping 


in which it was laboriously proven that the 
curso of this ago was a too froo use of soap 
and water, tho pooplb of tbo temperate 
regions growing weal: and short-lived unrler 
its application, while tho natives of the north 
lived to a good old ago, oncnsed in dirt and 
train oil, the doctor characterized it as "an 
elaborate argument built upon falso prem- 
ises." 


"A person should wash once a day," ha 


continued, "with soap; for -without soap tho 
skin will shod water liko tho plumage of a 
duck. Indulgence in a Turkish bath should 
not bo as frequent, owing to its weakening 
tendencies. It is preposterous to say that 
tho inhabitants of tho north outlive thoso of 
tho south. Tho Esquimaux are a very short- 
lived race, wuilo tho negroes aro at tho other 
extreme, Witness tho number of colored 
nurse;; who dandled tho father o£ his coun- 
try upon their knees, and still livo to toll the 
talc."

On tho Canadian Pacific railway, wost of 


Winnipeg, it isnoticoablo that all tho prairio 
land is froo Cram stones. For great distances 
along tho line, ono bushol of stones could not 
bo gathered in fifty miles. In tbo neighbor- 
hood of Brandon tho soil ii gravelly, and 
them aro some largo bowlders, which aro 
striated in the east and wost direction ; these 
iiro tho only bowlders to ba mot with for 4UO 
miles from Winnipeg. 


Tbo absence of earth-worms and sluKS is a 


marked feature ot this soil. When dry. it is 
liai-J to work; during tbo summer it can 
scarcely bo plowed, when wot, it adhere so 
haul to carringo wheels and boots, that it 
can only bo removed by boing scraped off, 
A very little moisture produces thii state. 
it is very diniculs to work in this condition. 
as it can scarcely bo cnst off tho shovel or 
tbo scraper; with UO por cent, moisture il 
somewhat resembles half-sot mastic or gluo.
